Mr. Humphreys—It the resolution lies over 
until tomorrow will you vote for it? 

Mr. Berner—No, I will not. I will never 
vote for any measure that trammels and muz- 
zles the press of Georgia as this one seeks to 
do. I am opposed to establishing a pre- 
cedent of passing resolutions whenever 
the action of this house is criticised 
harshly by the press. I appeal to you 
in the good name and character of this 
house not to pass this measure. 

Mr. Goodwin Has a Word, 

Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, had a few words 
to say on the subject. 

Mr. Speaker,“ he said, I wil? remark at 
the outset that I voted in favor of the bill for 
the acceptance of the home, and I take the 
occasion to say that I accord to every member 
of the house who voted against the bill the 
same honesty of purpose that I had.“ 

Mr. Wright—The resolution does not charge 
him with having written the article. If he is 
not the managing editor of the paper, then his 
name can be taken out of the resolution. 

After this interruption Mr. Goodwin con- 
tinued: 

Among those who voted against the bill are 
many members for whom I entertain a high 
regard. I want to express my strong disap- 
proval of any resolution that seeks to condemn 
the press.“ 

Mr. Baldwin—Don’t you think these articles 
are an attempt to bulldoze the members of 
this legislature ? 

Mr. Goodwin—No sir. I do not. I do 
believe, however, if there had been a good 
understanding in regard to the substitute, that 
it would have passed this house. I concur 
fully in the views expressed by the gentle- 
man from Monroe. Shall it become the 
policy of this legislature when disap- 
probation of their course is expressed 
by the press of the state to sit in judg- 
ment upon such papers? Every paper has a 
right to express its views in regard tothe legis- 
lation of the country. The conduct of the 
speaker with reference to the house is the only 
subject matter with which we have to deal, 
and I need not refer to the courteous spirit 
in which he has always presided. It oc- 
curs to me that the editorial has been 
exceedingly modified and misunderstood. I 
fail to find in it any purpose to criticise the 
members harshly. I don’t believe this house 
will go out of its way now to pass a censure on 
its presiding officer. Will you forget the 
many courtesies and kindly written editorials 
that this house has received at thé hands of 
its presiding officer? Thereis not a journal 
in the state of Georgia that has done more for 
the legislature than has THe ConstTITurion. 
I don't believe the dignity of the house re- 
quires such a resolution, and I do not believe 
that it accords with the justice of the house to 
condemn this paperand the speaker of the 
housein the community in which he lives. 

Mr. Wright, of Effingham. 

Mr. Wright then had a few words to say, 
and he declared that he would yield for no 
interruptions. 

“The resolution,” he began, does not assail 
the speaker of the house. It does not charge 
that the editor wrote the articles or even knew 
of them. There is no attack upon the speaker 
of the house nor upon the managing 
editor of Tue Constircotion. I put 
this resolution before the house upon 
its merits. The language in the paper insults 
ninety-four members of the house and brands 
them as being traitors. I want that language 
condemned. The resolution says nothing 
about the editorial. I say if those who voted 
with the sixty-two think we are traitors, we 
are willing to meet them on the issue. I want 
to protest against being charged as a traitor. 

. "This resolution simply states that the pre- 
siding officer of this house is editor-in-chief. 
If this is not true I will strike it out. Every 
man who votes against the condemnation of 
that paper votes to put the brand of traitor 

Mr. Wright here read the interview in yes- 
terday's paper with Judge Rodgers. 

“This resolution reflects my views in the 
matter. If my brethren think Iam a traitor 
they can so vote. The resolution is personal 
to nobody. I simply condemn the article.” 

Mr. Fleming—Ought you not rather criticise 
Judge Rodgers, who is the author of those re- 
marks, than to condemn the paper? 

Mr. Wright—I am astonished that a lawyer 
of his reputation should ask any such a ques- 
tion. I would like to know if the editor is not 
responsible for such articles? 

Mr. Fleming replied that a paper was re- 
sponsible only for what it said editorially, and 
not for such reports. 

Colonel Cutts Speaks. 

Colonel Cutts,the author of the Confederate 
Home bill, said a few words by permission of 
Mr. Wright, who had the floor. 

As the author of the bill and the one who 
brought up this trouble, I desire to say a few 
words. I think nothing should be said in con- 
demnation of those who voted on the other 
side. Many of them were true and faithful 
soldiers and stand by us who voted on the 
other side. We know them to be faithful 
and true, and we cannot entertain any idea. 
that they were traitors. The honor of the 
members is above reproach, and they have 
ample time to consider what profer action 


this house should take.“

I have the same 
right to come before this house and denounce 
them, but I don’t propose to denounce any 
paper on any account. 
am going on to show that these ninety- 
four patriotic men don’t need any defense. 
They should not come here in a frenzied 
moment and ask the house to condemn & 
paper 
attacked. They don’f need this defense. 
beg of ou that you wait 
until tomorrow. know that my good friend 
from Randolph has been grossly insulted in 
the Kimball house. I wasn’t present on 
occasion, but I heard of it.“ 

Mr. Baldwin then stated that a man, in ad- 
1 him in regard to the Confederate 
Home bill, had used the term, “you da 
alliancemen.”’ 

Mr. Huff asked that the house do not de- 
nounce the speaker, an individual and a 
memher of the house. He thought the resolu- 
tion should not be acted upon while there was 
such feeling in the house. It should be post- 
poned. The members, however, had a right 
to act as they saw fit. He pledged the name 


of every one of the sixty-two members to the 


resolution he had introduced. He did not be- 


lieve Mr. Howell would use such language as 


Judge Rodgers had used, and hoped the house 
would not pass the resolution. 
Wanted No Exoneration. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, had afew remarks 
upon the resolution. 

“I am not here to ask a certificate of good 
character from any man on God's green 
earth,” be said. I am opposed to the resolu- 
tion offered by the gentleman from Bibb be- 
cause it seeks to give to the ninety-four cer 
tificates of good character when they don’t 
need them. 

When the majority voted not to receive 
the soldiers’ home, the majority were right, 
and the minority were wrong. If that resolu- 
tion passes I want Atkinson, of Coweta, left 
out of it, for he wants no certificate of good 
character from this house, 

„Who will not say that the criticism was 
unjust, 

“But what does that argue? Are we hereto

*‘I say the ninety-four were right. But no 
newspaper attack or attack of a Kimball house 
straggler can cause me to rise up in my seat and 
condemn it. 

The word traitor was not used by TAI 
ConsTITUTION. It was used by a gentleman 
who was interviewed, and the paper has the 
right to publish any interview it wishes. We 
should pass no resolution which would tram- 
mel the liberty of the press. Let 
not this bulwark of freedom receive 
its first blow in Georgia at the hands of the 
Georgia legislature. The American congress 
scarcely ever passes a bill but that the demo- 
cratic papers condemn the authors as thieves 
ir it is a republican measure, and vice versa 
with a democratic measure. 

Loet us let this matter alone. I don’t care 
a continental what Tue ATLANTA OonsTi- 


TUTION says, I am a servant of the people, and 


I will answer no attack of any paper unless it 
is a personal attack upon me as a member. 

Let us be deliberate. Let us be cool over it. 
We have no business to notice the attack. It 
is undignified in the house. It’s a waste of 
the public money. Itisan attack upon the 
freedom of the press, and I protest against it.“ 

Wanted to Be Conservative. 

Mr. Humphries, of Brooks, was a strong 
advocate of the resolution. He thought he 
had been treated maliciously and unjustly. 

J want to make a conservative talk on this 
matter. I believe we should pass in condem- 
nation on these criticisms by the press. The 
remarks of the gentleman who was quoted in 
ag paper have been denounced as an absolute 

0. 

When these ninety-four men have been 
denounced as traitors you tell me they should 
take noaction? You tell me that no action 


is called for? I ask you not to listens to the 


advice of the gentleman from Coweta. Now 
is the time to resent the insult. 

„While Georgia allows the freedom of the 
press she does not give any paper the right 
to publish a straightout falsehood. 
The paper did a wrong to this 
body when it published the opinion of those 
men who were opposed to our action. They 
go on and say that an indignation meetin 
will be held tonight. Against whee? 
Against what they call traitors in Georgia. 

o should pass the resolution and denounce 
these outrages and damnable lies. 

Whon you calla man a traitor that’s a 
serious charge. If what we did constitutes a 
traitor, may Ilive and die a traitor. If we 
had accepted this home and put upon G 1a’8 
back a half million dollars by way of ation 
then we would have been traitors, indeed. 
It’s now time for these newspaper attacks to 
cease, All we ask is that these reporters re- 
port us accurately. It is wrong for a man 
admitted to the privileges of the floor to mis- 
represent us purposely. 

‘I don’t believe that Mr. Howell knew that 
these remarks were in the wang until the 
paper had been issued. I believe if he had 
seen them he would have suppressed them. 
Don’t censure Mr. Howell, but censure the 
paper. Let me urge you to pass this substi- 
tute offered by Dr. Hand. It is our duty. I 
just want to say that there are eighty-eight 
men in this house who will vote to increase 
the pension bounty for these old soldiers. 
Does that smack of traitorism.“ 

The substitute offered by Dr. Hand was 
simply to pass condemnation upon the paper, 


and leave out Mr. Howell’s name entirely. 


Another of the Ninety-Four. 

Mr. Davis, of Burke, was an opponent of 
the bill, but opposed the passage of the reso- 
lution. * 

„IJ am one of the ninety-four,” said he, 
‘‘whom that gentleman has termed traitors. 
I understand he is trying to be judge. He 
has been before this house, and, to my certain 
knowledge, never received a single vote. I 
am astonished that the reporter could finds 
man with such an opinion. 

„As I read Tue Constrrution I felt I 
could eat up a CONSTITUTION reporter about 
every two blocks between my home and this 
house. That bill was killed two years ago in 
the finance committee, and so effectually that 
it was not heard of again. I can but contrast 
the action of that great journal of today and 
then. I was then ready to any resolu- 
tion. But since I have thought of the matter, 
I am somewhat in doubt. I hope the resolu- 
tions will not pass. 

»The gentleman from Bibb seeks to exonor- 
ate the ninety-four. We don’t need any exon- 
oration. The gentlemen from Coweta seeks 
to exonerate himself. I hope these resolu- 
tions will not pass. I think if we wait a day 
or two we will be in a better frame of mind to 
vote upon it. I now move to table the resolu- 
tion until tomorrow.“

„Mr. Speaker and Fellow-Members,” he 
began, “unworthy, indeed, and ungrateful 
vould I be to the members of this house for 
the friendship which has been manifested to- 
wards me, were I not responsive toit; but 
still more unworthy would I be, and untrue to 
my position as a public officer, and to my duty 
as a public journalist, were I to allow that 
friendship to prostitute the columns of the 
paper which I represent for any purpose what- 
soever. 

In making the few remarks which I shall 
make, simply as explanatory of my position, I 
desire to preface what I have to say with the 
— that for each and every member of 
this house there is within me a feeling of the 
closest friendship. The members of the house 
have alwa ys been considerate and kindly to 
me and, I have, to the best of myfability, en- 
deavored to reciprocate their friendship. 

„As to the statements which have been 
made, and the resolution which has been 
introduced, I am sure that no member 
of this house who knows anything 
of -the duties of an editor, or of the 
responsibilities of a newspaper, would, for an 


word that appeared in the columns of a news- 
paper which he might represent, and yet, at 
the same time, I want it to be distinctly un- 
derstood that not one word of the editorial

„I will ask the clerk, Mr. Speaker, before

In this 
criticism I may be justified or may not be 
justified, but God has given me a mind, and it 
is not only my 123 but my duty to ex- 
press it. I could not help thinking if I wanted 
to, and I cannot help thinking that the house 
has done wrong in refusing the tender of this 
home. In saying so, editorially, I exercised 
the privilege of a public journalist in reason- 
able and legitimate criticism, just as I have 
been ever ready at all times to defend this 
house from unjust attacks that have been 
made on its members. 

„Now, gentlemen, as to that editorial; take 
it home with you; think over it, and look and 
see if there is one word in it that is not justi- 
fied by the facts, or if there is one word in it 
that cannot be construed as legitimate criti- 
cism on the action of this house. 

„One member who voted in favor of agree- 
ing to this report against this bill, told me, 
only afew moments ago, at my seat, that he 
did not believe that the house understood what 
it was voting for in the substitute of the gen- 
tleman from Laurens, else they surely would 
not have rejected it. “I did not understand it,’ 
says he, ‘and I am ready at any time to put 
myself straight on it.’ 

“What was that substitute? It did not in- 


volve any appropriation; it did not involve + 


any condition; it did not involve any entan- 
glement whatever to the state; it simply ac- 
cepted for disposal of in any manner this m&g- 
nificent home, built by liberal-hearted and 
enerous people of this country from Maine to 
alifornia, for the benetit of confederate vet- 
erans of the state of Georgia, whom God, in 
His wisdom, has seen fit to deprive of the 
comforts and blessings which other men enjoy. 
The substitute of the gentleman from Laurens 
very carefully struck out any appropriation. 
It struck out any maintenance by the state of 
these grounds and the home, and it simply 
recognized the fact that this magnificent 
home and grounds, which have been 
contributed by the liberal-hearted people 
of this country, for the specific p of 
caring for the indigent and needy confederate 
veterans of the state, should be accepted as 
such and could be disposed ef to the best ad- 
vantage. The substitute went so faras to give 
the state the absolute right to sell this prop- 
erty, or to rent this home, or to lease to any 
company.or corporation, for a specific sum, for 
a specified time, which specific sum, for 
which specific time could be 
legitimately devoted to no other 
e than to assist the needy and suffering 
confederate veterans of this state. Now, this 
is exactly what the substitute of the gentleman 
from Laurens meant, and that is why the peo- 
ple of the north and of this state and peopl 
everywhere will criticise the action of this 
legislature in saying ‘we will not take it,“ not 
even to use the proceeds from this contribution 
for the benefit of the confederate veterans of 
this state. 

“Ts not that editorial a legitimate criticism 
on that action ? 

„Now, Mr. Speaker, that is all I have to 
say. I believe the action of this house on 
yesterday on that substitute, was on a 
misunderstanding. I do not believe the 
house thoroughly understood the fact that it

PETITION FOR A RECEIVER. 


The Dobbs Lumber Company Temporarily 
Embarrassed. 

Yesterday morning, Colonel Walter Rhett, 
representing the holders of certain notes 
against the Dobbs Lumber Company, applied 
to Judge Marshall J. Clarke for the appoint 
ment of a receiver. 

Judge Clarke read the petition, and set the 
case for a hearing September 5th. 

The principal creditors of the company are 
Messrs. Austin & Boylston, who formerly 
were members of the firm. The notes the 
hold, and others held by the parties represen 
by Colonel Rhett, amount to something less 
than a thousand dollars. 

At the recent term of the city court a 
twenty-five-hundred-dollar verdict was ren- 
dered against the Dobbs Lumber 8 
and Austin & Boylston were held responsible 
for their share of the money, the j finding 
that they were members of the firm. This case 
has been carried to the supreme court, and has 
no bearing. on the present proceedings. 
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Jam proud,“ said Colonel Hulsey, to 
stand here with these representative citizens 
of Atlanta and face this vast assemblage of 
people who have come together to give ex- 
pression of their condemation of the repre- 
sentatives in the legislature. I“ Misrepre- 
sentatives!” some one in the crowd yelled.) 
Yes, misrepresentatives who voted against the 
bill to accept the home for our homeless 
heroes. This is the first time in my life that I 
ever blushed for Georgians; that I ever felt 
like hanging my headin shame. But I feel 
ashamed tonight for what ninety-four Geor- 
gians did yesterday. [Applause.] They cast 
their votes directly in opposition to the will 
and wishes ef an overwhelming majority of the 
best people of the state. I do not wish to im- 
pugn the motives of any man, nor will I cast 
slurs upon those legislators who. defeated this 
noble enterprise, but I will assert that they 
made a grevious mistake. But the 
soldiers of old Georgia will yet have a 
home. [Applause.] They will not long be 
left out on the cold charity of the world. 
Every person in this vast crowd is in favor of 
the state’s providing support for the brave 
men who fought her battles, and all over 
Georgia the same sentiment prevails. These 
old and indigent soldiers have claims upon the 
state which cannot beignored. It is possible 
that some outside influence—perhaps it was

the laureate’s most eloquent poem, millions of 
British cheeks blanched with shame. He 
drew an anal between that event and the 
event of yesterday, and said that the cheek of 
every Georgian ought to be tinged with shame.

HOW WAS HE HURT? 


A Negro Both Shot and Cut, Whose Story 
Is Not Believed. 

Henry Lester was carried to Dr. Westmore- 
land’s office just before 10 o’clock last night. 

Blood was spurting from his leg above the 
knee, and he was bleeding from a cut in his 
left wrist. 

Dr. Ralph Smith at once went to work on 
the wounded negro. He found the big artery 
in his leg cut by a pistol ball, and a bad cut on 
the wrist. 
ln afew minutes he skillfully bound the 
wounds, and the negro was carried to his 
home, at the corner of Rhodes and Haynes 
streets. 

This was the first intimation that the police 
had of any trouble. The negro saidhe was 
shot through a window while in his house. He 
said also that he accidentally cut himself. He 
refused to say more about it. 

A negro who was in the house with him says 
that-Lester both shot and cut himself, but he, 
too, was very reticent. 

On this account the officers reached the 
opinion that both negroes were evading the 
truth. They thought that there had beena 
gambling scrape, and proceeded to investigate. 
At a late hour last night this suspicion had 
not been confirmed, but they were continuing 
the search. 


Some of the After Scenes.

Captain Forbes then received three quite as 
hearty. Captain Smith appeared, and the 
boys rushed to him. Placing him upon their 
Shoulders, and amidst a perfect tornado of 
yells and cries, he was borne outside. 

Just at the curbing was a hack, and upon 
this they almost threw the ex-member 
from Gwinnett. Others leaped upon 
the vehicle and a crowd of 
several hundred gathered about. It was hard 
to tell which was the worst frightened—the 
horse or the negro driver. The latter kept his 
post, while the formei was held by the main 
force of several, who thought of the crowd’s 
safety.

The People Will Sustain It. 

The house resolution, introduced yes- 
terday morning, censuring THs COoNSsTI- 
TUTION about the Confederate Home 
bill, was very naturally and properly 
tabled. 

For considerably more than a century 
in English-speaking lands, and especially 
in this great republic, the right of the 
press to comment on the public conduct 
and "speeches of public men has been 
generally acknowledged and respected, 
and confirmed in this country by pro- 
visions in our federal and state constitu- 
tions, It was in the exercise of this 
right, and in the line of our duty, that 
we commented on the action of the 
house in defeating the Confederate Home 
bill. We stated the facts of the case in 
plain English, and expressed our opinion 
without reserve, and yet we did not 
once deviate from what is recognized as 
parliamentary language. The editorial 
contained not a single abusive word, and 
it did not impugn the honor or integrity 
of a single member of the house. 

In the course of the debate, yesterday, 
it soon became apparent to the mem- 
bers of the house that the editorial com- 
plained of could not, with any show of 
justice or reason, be successfully at- 
tacked, and the resolution was therefore 
tabled. But it soon developed that the 
ill-humor of some of the members was 
due to- the fact that they objected to the 
strong language contained in some of the 
interviews printed in yesterday’s CownsTI- 
TUTION. This did not change the status 
of the case. It is the business of a 
newspaper to print the news, and public 
opinion concerning the public acts of our 
legislature is most undoubtedly legitimate 
news, if there is sueh a thing. TE 
CONSTITUTION never suppresses public 
opinion. It gives it a place in its col- 
umns whether it suits the paper or not; 
whether it agrees with us, or differs with 
us, or abuses us. Our readers had a 
right to know what the people thought

Money is a wonderful instrument and a 
powerful and convenient one on occasion, 
but it cannot buy contentment and happi- 
ness. This old-lesson—as old as the human 
race—ought to be taught anew to the rising 
generation which has had its mind fed on 
the swift accumulations. of wealth that are 
possible in an age of speculation, and at a 
time when business men have jqined the rout 
and riot of gambling. The youngsters who are 
growing up ought to be taught that the old 
methods of honesty, industry and economy 
are still the best, and that the worthiest 
and happiest lives are lived by those who do 
not make the pursuit of wealth the chief 
end and aim of their existence. 

The utilitarian idea has scratched and 
gnawed its way into our educational 
methods, and we confess that TR Coxsri- 
TUTION has pushed it along with such argu- 
ments and applause as we could muster from 
time to time. Nevertheless, the education 
that is wholly utilitarian in its aims and pur- 
poses is a lop-sided affair calculated to turn 
out only lop-sided men. It is a pity that we 
have not in our colleges and technological 
schools endowed chairs of Contentment with 
men capable of filling them, so that the 
rising generation might learn, along with its 
other lessons, the futility of riches so far as 
happiness is concerned, 


The Small Farms of France. 

Mr. William L. Royall, of Richmond, who 
has just returned from a visit to France, has 
many interesting things to say about the 
small farms in that country. 

France is the most beautiful and throughly 
tilled country in the world. The farmers 
there would be astounded to hear of a Geor- 
gia farmer who finds it hard to make any- 
thing out of 100 aares. The average field in 
France is about the size of one quarter of a 
city square, and on this five or six crops a 
year are produced. There are no fences, 
the houses are small, and everything is con- 
ducted on the most economical scale. Many 
of these farmers do not eat meat more than 
once a month, but they keep strong and ac- 
tive on bread, vegetables, milk, cheese and 
home-made wine. They have money in 
bank, or in their stockings. These little 
farms enabled the government to pay off its 
war debt to Germany, and most of the money 
sunk in the Panama canal came from these 
bright and happy toilers who have solved 
the problem of intensive and diversified 
farming. 

What would one of these Frenchmen do 
if he had a farm of fifty acres? He would 
in all probability be less thorough in his 
culture and more wasteful. He would neg- 
lect small matters in reaching out after 
larger things. At the end of the year he 
would find himself no better off than fie is 
now. with his little patch. 

It will be said that the French farmer's 
life is harder than that of an American 
farmer. It is in some respects, and in 
others it is not. He keeps out of debt and 
saves a little money? He wears good clothes 
on Sunday, and frequently takes a holiday. 
In spite of his hard work he finds time for 
pleasure. But his wife and daughters work 
hard, and they live on very little. Their 
table is not as bountifully provided as an 
American farmer’s, and they live so eco- 
nomically that there is nota scrap left to 
waste. 

Under our conditions it would not be wise 
for our farmers to attempt to follow the 
French system, but they can learn much 
that is valuable from it. There is no rea- 
son why we should cut our farms into 
little toy gardens, but there are many rea- 
sons why we should give up the old-fashioned 
large plantations, and concentrate our atten- 
tion upon small farms. Scientific agricul- 
ture, industry and economy will make a 
ten-acre farm in this country yield a good 
support for an average family when good 
markets are accessible and not too distant. 
In some localfties it is necessary to conduet 
operations on a larger scale. The system 
suited to our state or district is semetimes 
not suited to another place. The famer 
must study his surroundings, markets and 
the eonditions of supply and demand in 
order to see what is best for him. 


But the tendency is toward smaller farms, 


and the time is coming when a ten-acre 
farm in this country will be considered a 
large plantation. Ih a century from now, 
at our present rate of increase, eur popula- 
tion will be numbered by hundreds of mill- 
ions, and land will be too scarce and valu- 
able for any one man to own and cultivate 
in a wasteful fashion as much as fifty or a 
hundred acres. 


A Great War Book. 

„A Memoir of the Life and Publie Services 
of Joseph Eggleston Johnston, Formerly the 
Quartermastér General of the Army of the 
United States, and a General in the Army of 
the Confederate States of America, is the 
title of a handsome volume written by Brad, 
ley T. Johnston, and published by R. H. 
Woodward & Co., of Baltimore. 

The work is now about to be issued from 


the press, and the advance sheets before us, | 


covering the Atlanta campaign, justify the 
conclusion that the volume will be one of 
great interest and value. One of the most 
interesting chapters deals with the fall of 
Atlanta and Sherman’s raid. As the story 
runs, Sherman's first step after occupying 
Atlanta was to drive out every human being 
who did not belong to his army. He did 
this against the protest of the mayor and the 
remonstrance of General Hood, the confed- 
erate commander, justifying his conduct as 


an act of war, and claiming that he was 


not dealing with the humanity of the ques- 
tion.“ The auther recalls the fact that the 
same sentiment years later was expressed by 
another federal general, Sheridan, who hap- 
pened during the Franco-Béussian war to be 
preseht when the Prussian generals were 
diScussing the fate of non-combatants, This 
was the opinion he expressed: First deal 
as hard blows at the enemy’s soldiers as pos- 
sible, and then cause so much suffering to 
the inhabitants of the country that they will 
long for peaee and press their government to 
make it. Nothing should be left to the peo- 
ple but eyes to lament the war!“

The detailed account of the march to the sea 
fully sustains this general description of its 
character. The testimony of well-known la- 
dies and gentleman in Georgia is brought for- 
ward to prove that the invaders and their 
chief disgraced every step of their way by 
the most brutal acts of arson and rapine, 

To many of our readers this story is by 
no means new, but it is now for the first 
time told so fully and graphically that it 
will revive public interest in the most stir- 
ring chapter of our war history. 

Judging from these advance sheets, the 
entire book is a notable one, and we shall 
take occasion at an early day to condense 
from its pages thelife story of one of the 
greatest of modern commanders, General 
‘Joseph Eggleston Johnston. 


As to Southern Literature. 

We referred some days ago to an address 
on The Need of a Literary Sentiment in the 
South,“ which had been sent us by Mr. I. 
D. McCormick. We have taken the pains 
to read this address with some care, and we 
find it to be a curious and an interesting re- 
production of the views and ideas which 
were popular a generation or more ago, and 
which may be popular now for aught we 
know. It is a plea for a distinctively south- 
ern literature, and it is not materially dif- 
ferent from the various pleas that used to be 
mage years ago. 

A distrgssing vein of pessimism runs 
through Mr. McCormick’s address, thought 
it is fair to say that he pitches his remarks 
in a high key. Two conditions,“ he says, 
„all civilization reveals— intellectual prog; 
ress or regression. The south may read ifs 
destiny on either side of the ledges, as it 
may determine.“ ‘‘Literature is a plant,“ 
says Mr. McCormick, ‘‘which loves a free 
atmosphere. The crying need of the south,“ 
he adds, is a popular sentiment which will 
encourage and sustain a literature devoted 
to southern interests. I would not be un- 
derstood as advising a partisan or sectional 
literature; rather would I see it national in 
character, liberal in conception; catholic in 
principle; but I would see it released from 
the fetters which obstruct and chain it.“ 

We do not gather from Mr. McCormick’s 
address precisely what these letters are. 

“There are no specifications. We are told, 

however, that there is a sentiment of toady- 
ismin the south to the east. Mr. Me- 
Cormick says that, ‘‘confessedly, we are a 
set of literary sycophants—we have learned 
to fawn.’’ We learnthat ‘“‘servility to the 
east, to its literati, its magazines, has erip- 
pled the individuality of the south. All this 
is very bad if it be true, but we do not ob- 
serve the symptoms which have alarmed 
Mr. McCormick. We observe, on the other 
hand, that the literary individuality of the 
south is for the first time in the history of 
the republic making itself seriously felt in 
the field of letters proper. Wewbserve that 
the northern and eastern magazines are 
open to southern writers, that the literary 
syndicates are bidding for their work, and 
that the publishers of Great Britain are 
competing for the privilege of printing their 
books. We do not see how the situation 
could be more hopeful. 

„With us,“ says Mr. McCormick, if a 
writer is loyal to his people, literary fame is 
almost a synonym for want.“ This remark- 
able statement is elaborated by Mr. Me- 
Cormick into a charge that the south. has 
been deserted by many of its writers. We 
hear complaints,“ he says, of southern 
men whose fealty to the south has become 
vitiated through northern contact.“ We 
quote these remarks merely as samples of 
that curious exaggeration which clings to all 
these perfunctory and amateurish efforts to 
promote southern literature“ which have 
sprung up from time to time during the last 
fifty years. 

„Loyalty to the south“ is a fine phrase in 
itself, but is an illusion when applied to the 
creations of literary art. Out of this illu- 
sion grew the extraordinary suggestion of 
The Richmond Times (on which we com- 
mented the other day) to the effect that all 
our heroes and heroines in fiction should be 
of the home-made variety, while all our 
villains should be imported. This experi- 
ment has already been tried and the result 
is not at all healthy. Itisthe business of 
the literary worker to be true to himself and 
to Uis art, laying all other considerations 
aside. If he sueceeds in being loyal“ to 
life itself, it will not occur te any -whole- 
some-minded critic to accuse him of dis- 
loyalty to any section. 

In the nature of things literary art can- 
not concern itself with furthering sectional- 
ism. Its business is with human nature 
and the mystery of life. Falling short of

SECRETARY Rus, it is said, is about to intro- 
duce to the people of the United States a new 
vegetable. In appearance it is something like the 
Irish potato, though it. is somewhat more elon- 
gated, and when cut the interior isa trifle more 
viscid. It is the root of the calla lily. Farmers in 
Florida have begun to raise these calla roots for 
market. The plants grow readily in swamps, and 
so thickly that the yield of a single flooded acre is 
enormous. They reproduce themselves by the 
multiplication of their bulbs underground, so that 
the grower has simply to dig up the offshoots and 
leave the parent to propagate anew. For cen- 
turies the Egyptians have cultivated a similar 
crop during the seasons of the Nile overflow, and 
at the present time calla lily bulbs are a common 
vegetable in Japavese markets. So prolific and 
palatable are they that their propagation in many 
parts of the United States, where conditions are 
favorable, may reasonably be looked forward to 
as an agricultural industry of the futuré.

OHIO CAMPAIGN. . 


Free Coinage Seems to Bother Him—He Bays 
It Is Impractical, Nonsensical and No- 
body but the Dishonest Desire It. 


Tor no, O., August 27.—A special to The 
Blade from Paulding says: Senator Sherman 
arrived in the city from Van Wert this morn- 
ing and has been holding a reception all the 
forenoon. Clouds portended rain, but by noon 
fully four thousand people had arrived in the 
village. Thisis Senator Sherman's opening 
speech of the campaign and many visitors 
from other cities are also here. 

At 3 o’clock, when Senator Sherman began 
to speak, fully six thousand people were on 
the grounds. At the outset of his 
speech, Senator Sherman stated that 
upon two great measures of public 
policy the republican and democratic parties 
have made formal and distinct issues, and 
these are to be submitted to the people of Ohio 
in November, and your decision will have a 
marked effect upon public opinion throughout 
the United States. One is whether the holder 
ot silver bullion may deposit in the treasury of 
the United States and demand and receive for 
it $1 of coined money for every 371 grains of 
fine silver deposited. The market value of so 
much silver bullion is now about seventy-seven 
cents, varrying, however from day to day, like 
other commodities, sometimes more and some- 
times less. The other question is whether the 
policy of taxing imported goods by the gov- 
ernment of the Unital States, embodied in 
our existing tariff law, known as the McKin- 
ley tariff, is a wise public policy, or whether it 
should be superseded by what is called tariff 
for revenue only, as embodied in what is 
known as the Mills bill, which passed the 
house of representatives in 1888 and was re- 
jected by the senate. Senator Sherman de- 
voted al most his entire time to the discussion 
of the free coinage question, taking the ground 
against free coinage—that it is impracticable, 
nonsensical, and that the people are dishonest 
who want it. 

The Kansas Republicans. 

TOPEKA, Kan., August 7.— [Special.] — The ro- 
publican state league convention has been in ses- 
sion here, Five hundred delegates are in 
attendance. Great enthusiasm is manifested. Reso- 
lutions were adopted endorsing the administra- 
tion of President Harrison, commending Secre- 
tary Blaine's foreign policy, also endorsing the 
state administration and denouncing the leaders 
of the people's party in strong terms for —— 
that the people of Kansas are in an impoverisbe 
condition. The subtreasury scheme was de- 
nounced as a visionary and impracticable measure.

THE INJUNCTION MODIFIED. 


The Latest Proceedings in the Backer Case 
in New York. 

New York, August 26.—The injunction which 
Herman Myers & Bros., of Savannah, Ga., se- 
cured, preventing the Central National and Mer- 
chants’ Natioual banks from disposing of Collat- 
eral which Abraham Backer obtained from them, 
but subsequently pledged on loans, has been modi- 
fied by a decision of Judge 
O’Brien, of the. supreme court, so that 
there should be no appropriation of the proceéds 
of their securities when sold to any indebtedness 
of Backer’s for which the same were pledged. This 
holds good until other securities which were owned 
by Backer are applied to the payment of such 
indebtedness, and then, if any surplus should 
arise, the same is to be paid over to the plaintiffs. 
Plaintiffs’ securities should be separated from 
such other collateral and should only be soid upon 
notice to plaintiffs. 


A Paper Company Fails. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 27.—The Bremaker 
Moore Paper Company assigned this afternoon to 
Albert S. Willis. At the same time individual 
deeds of John T. Moore, D. E. Stark and C, 
Bremaker were filed, and also a deed of assign- 
ment of Moore, Bremaker & Co., 9 grocery 
firm recently succeeded by B. M. Creel & Co. 
Albert S. Willis, assignee, says the liabilities are 
represented at from two hundred and forty thou- 
sand to two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
and assets at from seven hundred thousand to 
seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars. The 
trouble was that the assets at present were locked 
up in a big paper mill, employing some two hun- 
dred and iifty men and women.

Chief Buschanne Announces His Premiums 
at the World’s Fair. 


CurcaGco, August 27.—Chief Buschanne has 
announced his schedule of premiums in the 
live stock department of the world’s fair. 
The directors have appropriated $150,000 for 
this purpose, and, in accordance with an order 
from the board of control, a scheme has been 
arranged for a division among the various 
classes which are expected to compete.

THAT IS THE NEWS TELEGRAPHED 
' FROM CHILE. 


The Congressional Army Surrenders After 
Several Days’ Hard Fighting, but There 
Are Conflicting Stories. 


WasHincron, August 27.—Senor Lazcana, 
Chilean minister at Washington, today re- 
ceived a cablegram, datedjValparaiso, August 
26th, from M. M. Aldurate, minister of foreign 
affairs, saying that on the 25th the insurgent 
army was completely defeated in Viva del 
Mar. A division of the Chilean government 
army cut off their retroat tothe ships and 
obliged them to surrender uncunditionally. 
All tho country, tho dispatch adds, applauds 
the valor and skill of the government army. 

Julio Foster, secretary of the Chilean con- 
gressional delogates, said that he had received 
no information of the surrender 
of the con onal army; as reported in 
the previous dispatch. From his conversation, 
however, it was apparent that ho believed the 
report to he true. Foster received a dispatch 
last night, however, that may have some rela- 
tion to the report recoi ved by the Chilean min- 
ister. It was from Errazuriz, congressional 
minister of foreign affairs at Iquique, and said 
that the notices inspired by the dictator's 


agent at Lima, Peru, were absolutely without | 


authority. Foster did not know the nature of 
the notices referred to, but he thought they 
might be similar to that indicated in the dis- 
patch received by the Chilean minister. 

Speaking further of the matter, Mr, Foster 
said that the attempts of the congressional 
army to obtain a foothald in the country occu- 
pied by Balamaceda’s troops were very des- 

erate andiash, but that such a course had 
— repeatedly urged upon the leaders of the 
army by many persons of wealth living in Val- 
paraiso who sympathized with the revolu- 
tionary cause, and by many who had been 
furnishing. money to aid the congressional 
army. 

Nothing has been received either at the 
state or navy department of the reported sur- 
render of the Chilean congressional army on 
Tuesday at Viva del Mar. 

NO CONFIRMATION RECEIVED. 

Admiral Brown, confmander of the Pacific 
station, who now represents the United States 
in Chilean waters, was on the 15th instant at 
Valparaiso. It is presumed that he is still at 
that place. This being the case, he is in the 
immediate vicinity of the place where the 
fighting of the past fſe days has been going 
on. It is, of course, supposed that had the 
surrender actually occurred he would hasten 
to report it to the department. 

Minister Eagan, at Santiago, has had very lit- 
tle to communicate recently to the department 
concerning the troubles in Chile, but in the 
event of such a report as the surrender of the 
congressional army,itis thought, he would have 
telegraphed promptly to the department. But, 
notwithstanding the non-receipt of any news 
except through the Chilean minister, with 
respect to the matter, itis generally believed 
in official and unofficial circles, that the report 
of the surrender is true. 

CONFIRMED IN PARIS. 

BERLIN, August 27.—The Chilean legation 
here contirms the news given out by the 
Chilean'legation in Paris today, and asserts 
that the insurgents have surrendered.

SOUTH CAROLINA’S WEALTH. 


Figures Showing That the Census Is In- 
correct. 


CHarzeston, S. C., August 27,—The state- 
ment of the acting superintendent of the cen- 
sus in relation to the alleged decreased assessed 
valuation of property in South Carolina during 
the decade of 1880-1890 is not warranted by 
the facts. His assertion that the census bulle- 
tin shows precisely the value of the real estate 
and personal property as published by the 
comptroller general of South Carolina is 
not true. In point of fact the comp- 
troller’s report for 1880 gives the total 
assessed valuation of all propermy not includ- 
ing railroads, at $119,285, he comptroll- 
er's report for 1890 gave the total 
valuation of all property, not including rail- 
roads, at $132,696,538. Instead of a decrease 
of $1,377,497 in the assessed valuation of 
property, as stated in the census bulletin, the 
comptroller’s report shows that there was an 
increase of $13,411,104; incl lroads the 
increase was $17,539,617.

RAILROAD 
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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 
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The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 27.—The stock market was 
not so active today, especially in the afternoon, and 
displayed in the main a reactionary temper under 
heavy realizations, and prices ruled almost throughout 
the day at a slightly lower level than those of last 
evening. Efforts for rpaction were made with more 
confidence this morning, as London was again a seller 
of stocks, everything except Union Pacific, among 
favorites of that center being among stocks disposed 
of, and reports of frost in the far northwest came in to 
help the bearish sentiment among traders. Prices 
were higher at the opening, but the pressure brought 
to bear was at last successful in forcing prices below 
the ievel of those of the opening. The business of 
today and yesterday was more widely distributed than 
that of any day for the last year, the number of stocks 
dealt in reaching about one hundred and twenty-five. 
Another encouraging sign for the market is the com- 
parative insignificance of dealings in the unlisted de- 
partment. The incubus of manipulations of those prop- 


erties being removed from the market gives legitimate 


securities a chance to reach their proper level. The 
effect of frosts in the west was not of material conse- 
quence, and declines in prices went no farther than 
fractions, although a few stocks here and there yielded 
readily because of special pressure or other circum- 
stances. Among these Lake Shore was prominent, 
with a drop of 1% per cent, but a large portion of this 
loss was afterwards regained. Industrials were more 
actite. Sugar was strong on a reported deat with the 
opposition refineries; Lead because of a lack of oppo- 
sition to the reorganization scheme at the meeting, 
and Cordage continued its reaction from its late de- 
pression. Grangers, Louisville, Villards and Vander- 
dilts, all of which have of late made sharp advances, 
were pressed for sale, but all stood the pressure well, 
with one exception named. Chesapeake and Ohio 
stocks were again prominent for both activity and 
strength, aided by rumors of new combinations in 
which the company is to benefit largely. There were 
frequent changes of temper during the day, but the 
general drift was downward, though the opening was 
ptrong. The market finally closed only fairly active 
and heavy to weak, with many stocks at the lowest of 
the day. Final changes are generally small fractienal 
losses, but the only important decline is 1% per cent in 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis, while 
Lead trust i¢ up I and Cordage 1 per cent. Sales 
aggregated 247,000 listed, and 21,000 unlisted.

NEW YORE, August 27.—With the exception of 
Union Pacific, London prices were somewhat lower 
this morning, and foreigners were sellers in this 
market, and, while there were fractional advances in 
speculations, it looked to us as though there was some 
realizing.

This heaviness may have been due to the comparative 
dullness, but the dullness would indicate that the 
value of outside buying orders has been largely re- 
duced, and unless the leaders of the 
market put thier shoulders to the wheel and 
inaugurate another revival, it is quite probable that 
we shall have some decline. Some of today’s selling 
was due to reports of damage to the crops by frosts in 
the northwest, and, though it is probable that if there 
has been any such damage thus effected, it is small; 
but the pretext is as good as any other to bring about 
a decline. Our views for the future have not lost one 
iota of their bullishness, but we cannot blind our- 

ves to the fact that we have hada steady advance of 
ve to ten points in most of our active stocks, dnd 
some fancies that some of the best traders have realized 
on their holdings, and are working for a reaction; 
that the public is not playing a sufficient role to take 
the making of prices out of the hands of professionals, 
and this seems to bring about a setback on all present. 
On any fair decline, we think London will take back 
their stocks, and traders here be again active on the 
bull side. Holders at present prices need have no fear 
of an ultimate profit, but would-be buyers may do well 
by holding-off a few days.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Specalative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions.

At close of ses- 
sion, October corn, after selling l'g¢c higher and 4e 
lower than it closed yesterday, rested with compara- 
tively modest gain of he. August and September were 
less bullishly affected by the day’s news, closing at an 
advance of only 4c on yesterday’s closing; year gained 
e and May %c.

As stocks have recently been depreciating 
wo heavily, and the whole state is anxious 
abont what will be done on this subject, Tun 
ConsTFrvurion prints the speech in full. 

It will be read with a great deal of interest 
by the anxious stockholders, and will furnish 
to the legislature food for serious thought. 

It is an able argument, and should be read 
and studied: 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Commit- 
tee: The discussion of this matter has now 
reached the point where we are to consider the

The history of it is that this question came up in 
the constitutional convention, aud an attempt was 
made to engraft this very thing into the constitu- 
ton, apd was voted down by the framers of the 
Constitution.

Pending that investigation the question went.

One of the 
ablest champions of that bill was, of course, 
its author, Mr. Olive. One of the ablest opponents 
of that bill was Judge Lawson, who sat upon that 
committee.

MONOPOLY IMPOSSIBLE. 

Chairman Hill—Mr. Spalding, if the Terminal 
had leased the Western and Atlantic, then would 
it not have violated that provision of the consti- 
tution? 

Mr. Spalding—No, siz. My understanding of 
that clause of the constitution is that he evil that 
is aimed at there is entirely corrected by the rail- 
road commission. Phe framers of that constitu- 
tion loaded a double-barreled shotgun ; one barrel 
loaded with a railroad commission that fixes the 
prices the roads shall ebarge; in the other barrel 

s that which says If that fails, we will have this 
Clause, that you shall not combine.“ I can her- 
monize them on no other theory. That monopaly 
can exist ag long as you fix the 
pric it shall charge seems to de 
impossible. If you have a commission to 
fix the price at which you shall sell sugar and 
— bagging you cannot form a sugar or jute 

agginy trust; it would be a physical impossi- 
bility; and it is just as impossible to have a rail- 
road monopoly as long as its rates are nxed by a 
commission. That is the way the situation strikes 
me. At the time the constitution” was framed 
there was no commission to fix the rates far haul- 
ing. and the prices charged by the railroads were 
way up yonder. The passenger fare, I believe, 
was 5cents a mile. General Toombs, who was the 
author of all these measures opposed to monopoly, 
was consulted afterwards about this question. He 
18 reported to have said—and I have never 9 
it contradicted, and it was quoted all t ough 
the last discussion—that he did not care how 
many railroad combinations there were, 
that there could be no monòpoly while 
there was a railrdad commission. I say as long as 
you have the power that names the prices that are 
to be charged, the question of monopoly&and the 
question of competition are eliminated. You 
name the price—how are they going to compete? 
and how are they going to monopolize? Monopol 
means something that. enables you to combiad 
and put up prices. As long as the commission 
exists and names the price, how in the name of 
heaven can you do anything that will induce to 
monopoly? If we wanttochange the price we 
have to go tothe commission to get permission to 
do so; under this state of affairs how in the name 
of heawen can there be monopoly? 

CONSTITUTION DOES NOT REQUIRE IT. 

Mr. Humpbreys—Do you think this bill is un- 
constitutional? Is it in keeping with the consti- 
tution? 

Mr. n was arguing was not that 
this bill was unconstitutional, but rather that the 
constitution does not require tuch a bill, that no 
meraber 18 constrained to vote for it in order to 
carry out the constitution. It is for the 
advocates of the bill to show that the bill 
will do good. I maintain that there is no neces- 


not tospass such a law, that there is no constitu- 
tional provision that requires you to pass it. 
Gentlemen, I call your attention to this paragraph 
of the constitution, upon which this legislation is 
based, and upon which it is said that you must do 
something to enforce the constitution. As Mr. 
Fleming expressed it, while he had great doubt 
concerning the advisability of the legisiation, he 
felt the oath of office he had taken constrain hun 
to support some such legislation. That.is why my 
remarks have been addressed on this line. Para- 
graph 4 says: 

„The general assembly of this state shall have 
no power to autifdrize any corporation to buy 
shares or stock in any other corporation in the 
state, or elsewhere, or to make any contracts, or 
engagement ‘whatever with any such corporation 
which may have the effect, or be intended to have 
the effect, to defeat or lessen competition in their 
respective business, or to encohrage monopoly. 
and all such contracts and agreements shail be 
Illegal and void.“ 

I say that this imposes no burden on the legts- 
lature to do any affirmative act. 

Chairman Hill—Will you be kind enough to 
read paragraph 7? a 

Mr. Spalding: Certainly I was just going to 
do that.

and recollect that General Toombs was the ex- 


ponent of all the anti- corporation and anti-rail- 
road 1 put in the constitution. He was 
afraid thet laws would be passed, or charters 
granted, that would allow corporations too much 
power and permit them to buy up the stock in 
other corporations and to make contracts which 
were monopolistic. ‘Unless prohibited, these laws 
would be legal and the courts would have to en- 
force them. We fad no laws in Georgia in 1877 
that would allow such purchases, but he could not 
tell how soon such laws might be passed, and he 
was endeavormg to anticipate any such evil day 
by inserting a provision to prevent this or any 
other legislature making such a mistake. If you 
will read his speech you will see that he was full 
of the a — 3 aan Anat Collins 
case, repo n Fortiet rgia, in which 
he had been of counsel. In that case 
Collins, a stockholder in the Central, filed a bill to 
enjoin the Central from buying a controlling vote 
in the Atlantic and Gulf railroad. The main point 
of discussion was, whether, under its charter, the 
Central had any power to buy stock in another 
railroad. Judge Warner thought it had, but 
udges Brown and McCay thought it had not, and 
so decided ; and so, long before the Olive bill, long 
bef the constitution of 1877, an illegal consoli- 
dation was prevented, just as it can now be pre- 
vented—by law. But the point in General Toombs’s 
mind this: :If the charter had allowed 
the Central to buy the stock, he would have lost 
the case, and the consolidgtion would have been 
effected. He teared the Central might come be- 
fore the legislature and get such power, or that 
some other company might, and so, having de- 
} feated the roads, his next idea was to keep them

“Upon the general assembly, whose duty it shalt 
be to pass laws,” etc., and in paragraph 5, section 
2, if says, “And these prohibitions shall be en- 
forced by suitable penalties.” 

Now, there ean be no sible reason in claiming 
that paragraph 7 requires the legislature to pass 

y laws for the enforcement of either r 
1, section 1, or paragraphs 2 or 4 of section 2, and 
as to the first two named paragraphs, the legisla- 
ture, recognizing this fact, has never attempted to 

g any such legislation; they are all 2 re- 
Strictive, and paragraph 4 is as much 80 as either 
of the others. I read from the very able argument 
of Judge Lawson, a man whose opinions are cer- 
tainly entitled to weight in this country: 

NOT MANDATORY. 

“The advocates of the bill stress the concluding 
words of the clause—the words ‘‘all such contracts 
and agreements shall be illegal and void,” and 
attempt to apply them directly to corporations. 
They apparently overlook the faet that the entire 
elaim is embraced in ope sentence, and that, ac- 
cording to correct canons of criticism, eagh part 
of the sentence relate to one and the same 
thing,namely, restraint upon the general assembly. 
These words cannot, in consonance with correct 
rules of construction, be made to apply to any 

contracts save those mentioned in the precedin 
part of the sentence—contracts which the gener 
assembly was forbidden to authorizé the making 
of. ‘Such contracts and agreements’ evidently 
relate to what had been described. The gerin of 
the entire clause is this: The general assembly is 
forbidden to authorize the making of certain 
‘contracts and agreements,’ but should it, 
through carelessness or inadvertance (as is some- 
times the case) overlook this prohibition, amd 
grant a corporation authority to make them, they 
shall when made, be illegal and void, the authority 
granted by the general assembly to the contrary 
notwithstanding. That is my interpretation of 
the paragraph, and upon its correctness I am 
willing to stand, and if it is correct all the argu- 
ments msisting upon the mandatory character of 
this clause tumble to the ground.“ 

SHOULD THE LEGISLATURE ACT? 

Mr. Fleming—For the sake of the argument, 
suppose we waived the claim that the mere paper 
constitution requires of the several legislators 
that they enact some law to carry out paragraph 
4, does not the general duty that a member owes 
to support the laws of the state,-and the broad 
constitutional gro of acting for the best inter- 
ests of the state, place a duty upon every member 
to pass some measure of this sort, if 

it be granted that a wrong has been done in 
making these leases? I do not say that they are 
illegal, but it is claimed by some that the investi- 
gation should be made by the commission to see 
if they are not illegal. 

Mr. Spaiding—I was just coming to that. Of 
course we hold that these contracts are perfectly 
legal., and that if lawed to a final judgment, the 
courts would be foreed to decide in our favor, and 
what we complain of is the injury that would be 
done by this useless litigation. 

The very question the gentleman asks me when 
he suys it is claimed that an investigation might 
develop that these contracts were illegal, shows 
that this committee should not proceed to pass 
this law without having before it the facts as 
they exist, and without knowing whether or not 
any of these leases are illegal. I contended be- 
fore this committee when this bill first came up 
for consideration that the legislative committee 
now investigating this question should make its 
report before further progress was made with this 
measure You would then bein position to know 
a aomapad ornot anything existed that required 
being remedied, and what the appropriate remedy 
would be, and would not be left to strike in the 
dirk, as it is proposed to do, by passing this bill 
without such investigation. 

When you, once get away from the supposed | 
constraint of the mere paper constitution, all this 


question whether it benefits or hurts the state to

LEGISLATORS OATH. : 

Onthis subject of the duty of the legislator, I 
wish to call your attention to the eath taken by 
every member of the legislature: : 

“I will support the constitution of this state, 
and of the United States, and on all questions 
and measures which may come before me, I will 
so conduct myself as will, in my judgment, be 

ost conducive to the interests and prosperity of 
the state.“ 

Mr. Fleming-Is it your understanding of that 
oath that a member of the legislature swears to do 
anything‘in violation of the constitution of the 
state, when, in his judgment, it would conduce to 
the prosperity of the state? 

Mr. Spaiding—I simply read this clause to in- 
vite your attention to a discussion of this broader 
view, of which you.spoke awhile ago, under which 
you inquired as to the duty of a legislator aside 
from the mere paper constitution. It shows that 
if not required by the terms and letter of the con- 
stitution, a legislator should so act as to protect 
the best interests of the state. 

GOOD OR HURT. 

This brings us-to the proposition “will this bill 
do good, or will it do hurt?” The burden is 
always upon the proposer ofa bill to show that 
there is some necessity for it—some evil to bs 
remedied. When this judielary committee meets, 
a bill is presented for its action, and the author is 
called upon to show to the committee the reasons 

way such a law is needed, what the evil com- 
lained of is, and whetker or not the law offered 
Is an appropriate remedy; and if he does not 
satisfactorily show to the committee that 
such evi] exists, and that the proposed 
law will remedy it, the bill is reported 
adversely. Now. in the case of this present bill, 
not only is there no evil shown to exist, not only 
is it not shown that this would not be an appro- 
priate remedy, if an evil does exist, but I have 
already shown you that great injury has 
already accrued to citizens of Georgia, in the very 
discussion and agitation of this question, and un- 
questionably if this bill becomes a law, it will 
work great injury to the great interests I repre- 
sent. 
FRAMERS OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

The framers of the constitution refused to enact 
this Jaw, almost in distinct terms with this pro- 
—.— bill. They saw that it would lead to useless 

itigation and blackmail, and so would this present 
bill. Hear what was done. I read from proceed- 
ings of constitutional convention. 

„Paragraph 4, Any one or more citizens of this

By the time the 
matter is lawed through the courts, 
superior, supreme and United States supreme 
courts, the properties will be shaken to pieces 
whether we have done any wrong or not. The 
stocks will be knocked down to nothing, and this 
blow aimed by you at these moneyed men will be 
the very means of ouebiing them to accomplish 
what they wish. They will simply step aside and 
let your blow fall upon the heads of innocent 
people, who own $3,000,000 of Central railroad 
stock, the $5,000,000 of Southwestern stock and 
the $1,000,000 of Augusta and Savannah rail- 
road stock and the $4,000,000 of the Georgia rail- 


road stock, all citizens of the state of Georgia, 


and when you have dealt them this cruel blow 
and crushed their stocks down till they sell fora 
song, the men who plan such a scheme will then 
reach around and scoop these stocks up. 

Instead of coming here to deal with the question 
of leases, by which these dividends are secured 
to the citizens of Georgia, ou will be 
confronted with the proposit?on of the absolute 
ownership of these stocks by the very men you 
are now seeking to oppose. 

PEOPLE WILL DO RIGHT. 

I tell you, gentlemen, that when this wreckage 
has been wrought, when these properties have 
been stricken down and have been passed into 
Wall street at a nominal price, the great sense and 
heart of the 14 will come around to what is 
right and what is just, as it always does, and there 
will come a time in Georgia when a reaction sets 
in from this terrible destruction, and a legislature 
will be sent here to determine these matters in

We want Missouri, Kansas and 
other western states, on the one hand, to compete 
in commerce with us, with New Yorkand other 
eastern states, on the other hand. We also want 
the commerce of Europe and other lands, seeking 
a market in the west, to land at our seaport, and 
the commerce of the west seeking markets abroad 
to find its exit through the same gateways. When 
that epoch comes,our state will enriched, her 
seaports and towns built up, the country be-gem- 
med with factories, and the people put in posses- 
sion of all the material elements of prosperity and 
happiness. It cannot come, however, so long as 
our railroads are disjointed, separate and inde- 
pendent—these are elements of weakness; they 
must unite their capital, their resources and their 
8 ere they can encounter the gigantic com- 

inations grown up in the other states,“ 

Isubmit thatthisis atrue picture of the case 
now. I submit that when it comes to the proposi- 
tion whether this bill will do good or harm, that 
there is no doubt but that it will do this state an 
irretrievable injury.

AN ASSASSIN IN ROPES. 


A Walker County Murderer Run Down on 
the Savannah River. 
Aveusta, Ga, August 27.—[{Special.]— 


Sheriff W. A. Foster, of Walker county, 


Georgia, passed through from Hampton, S. G., 
with Roscoe Marable, a negro who is wanted in 
LaF ayette for murder. Sheriff Foster is ac- 
companied by Chief of Police W. J. King, of 
Clinton, who aided in the capture of Roscoe. 
The negro is Supposed to be the murderer of 
Rev. Nehemiah Evitt, a preacher and a mer- 
chant of LaFayette, who was murdered about 
8 o’clock on the evening of the 7th of last Jan- 
uary. The body was found in the road about 
11 o'clock the same night, with the head 
crushed. Robbery was the supposed 
motive of the murderer; $300 belonging 
to Mr. Evitt is still missing. Roscoe was in 
the penitentiary, and had served a six years’ 
sentence, and was ont only six days when he 
went to work for Evitt, and killed him while 
he was going home from work. Roscoe left 
LaFayette early in the morning after the night 
the murder was committed. he evidence is 
circumstantial, and Roscoe disclaims having 
been connected with the murder. He was 
caught working on a trestle on the South 
Bound railroad, at a secluded spot way down 
on the Savannah river. The assistance of Chief 
King, who knows Roscoe, he having been 
born and raised up in Clinton, N. C., was se- 
cured. The negro was handcuffed and bound 
with ropes, 


A WRIT SWORN OUT. 


Over the Convict Question in Spald- 
ing and Newton Counties. 


GRIFFIN, Ga., August 27.—[Special.]—Colo- 
nel Thomas R. Mills, chairman of the board 
of county commissionezs, has sworn out a writ 
of habeas corpus against A. C. Webb, of New- 
ton county, to cause him to deliver the con- 
victs now leased by him to the authorities of 
this county. 

The writ is taken out on the grounds that 
they are not serving the sentence authorized 
by the court, which says they must serve in 
the chaingang.
